Discusses local economy and council’s plans moving into 2013

Die majority of ths* surplus Is 
from savings in sularu*H. after not 
replacing vacated positions over 
the |MLst year, he said 

"To date, management and 
employees have worked very 
hard to try to not have to do it 
until its absolutely necessary, ’ 
added Wittal 


“I know going forward, plan 
tung for our budget for the 
coming year, we’re asking for 
the same diligence from them, 
to make sun* that we an* as 
lean anil as mean as we ciin 
possibly be." 

During the past year, the 
municipality tned to cinch up the 
budget in other ways too, trying 
to munage what they had

Another project munici- 
pal officials have been 
looking at is the upgrud 
mg of the sewer lagoons, 
because without an 
increased capacity, tin* 
town cannot expand, he 
said 

After much deliberation 
with the provincial gov¬ 
ernment, the town 
secured a grant of K>.2 
million up front to 
kick-start the 

lagoon project 

Because of this, 
the town is now 
.•Mi to start work 
on it right away, he 
said. 

A new fire hall 
will be constructed 
in the next couple 
of years as well, he 
added. 

With these initia¬ 
tive's. along with the 
M u n i c i p a I 
Development Plan, 
the Recreation 
Master Plan and 
completion of the 
Downtown Heritage Plan, 
the town has been looking 
ahead and trying to put 
Didsbury in the best posi 
tion for the coming years, 
he noted. 

"For a number of years 
I’ve always said. ’It’s com¬ 
ing, it’s coming. We’ve got 
to lie ready. We have to 
have our plans in place, 
we have to have our poli 
cies mid our documents,’’’ 
said Wittal 

“We have to have every 
thing up to date so that 
when development does 
start and does happen 
that things are current 
that we’re ready for it and 
prepared for it ." 

The town has been 
preparing, and he said 
that it may he seeing the 
first signs of an economic 
upswing. 

"This year for example." 


he said, “we’re 26 per cent 
over and alwive our best 
year ever for |>cruiit num 
hers, and that was to the 
end of the third <|iiarlcr 

There have been some 
significant projects hap 
pening in town, he noted, 
like the Marco develop¬ 
ment. Heritage (rossing, 
the Bethany Pare Centre, 
mid the Cayenne Holdings 
development. 

"And those are all big- 
budget facilities We’re 
starting to sis* that com¬ 
mercial growth that I’ve 
always liclicved that we

need more of in this 
community." 

The promising part of 
the development is that, 
other than Shantz 
Crossing, these develop¬ 
ments are all being organ 
ized by private compa¬ 
nies, he noted 

‘They’re all business 
people that are doing 
these developments, and 
they’re doing it liecause 
there’s a need," said 
Wittal 

“Bottom line is they’re 
doing it for profit. They 
wouldn’t he doing it if 
there wasn’t the need that 
was going to ensure them, 
to some degree, that they 
are going to make a profit 
on that." 

Tlie growth is going to 
come over time and ideal¬ 
ly, lie said he would like to 
see Shantz Crossing full in 
the next five to seven 


year*. 

"Once we hit that criti¬ 
cal mass point win*re we 
start getting new business 
growth and start seeing 
that development, other 
businesses start wanting 
to move in." he added. 

In 2013, he said many of 
these developments will 
Ik* completed Along with 
the completion, many of 
these projects will have 
significant job prospects. 

The potential for long 
term employment means 
there is more potential for 
new residents, ami with 
some other stores 
slated to come in. 
there will also Ik* 
many entry-level 
jobs for students 
and semi-retired 
residents. he 

noted. 

"It just helps to 
make it more 
attractive to 

encourage fanii 
lies to move her**" 
said Wittal “The 
educational sys¬ 
tem, as far as I’m 
concerned, it’s a 
standalone-one of 
the best that we 
have within this entire 
region ... that is definitely 
an attraction.” 

He noted that one of the 
keys is to attract new res¬ 
idents who can work and 
live in town, which will 
only help to holster the 
town’s economy 

That action will start a 
chain reaction in the local 
economy, he said. 
iM'causc local businesses 
start ntukmg more money, 
then more businesses will 
want lo move lit because 
there Is a strong local 
economy. 

“We’ve got to fei*d that 
economy. And from the 
town's perspective, what 
we want lo do is have the 
right things in place, living 
very cognizant of the cost 
of them, to encourage 
individuals to live. stay, 
and work hero as much as

Political promises 
not worth much 

While it may be too much to ask all politicians 
to keep all tlu*ir promises all of the time, West 
Central Albertans woultl at the very least like to 
see the Reriforil Terries keep 
some of the promises they 
made during the provincial 
election only a few short 
months ago. 

In particular, when the PCs 
assured voters that they 
would do their Itest to keep 
the books balanced - so 
ratepayers wouldn't etui up 
footing the bill for poor gov¬ 
ernment fiscal management - 
residents took them at their 
word. 

Yet as the new year gets underway, the official 
Opposition says the Tories no longer have any 
intention of keeping that key election promise. 

"After promising a balanced budget and billions 
of dollars in new spending during the election, it 
is dear that Ms. Kedford is a premier who is will¬ 
ing to say or do anything to get elected and then 
break her word," said Wildrose leader Danielle 
Smith. “Now, during a time of economic uncer¬ 
tainty aroumi the world, this government is leav¬ 
ing a legacy of waste and debt asking future 
Albertans to clean up the mess ' 

The other np|x>sitinn parties have joined the 
Wildrose in questioning the Tories' willingness to 
keep election assurances, and specifically the fis¬ 
cal management promise. 

NDP leader Brian Mason says the PCs deliber¬ 
ately mislead voters about the province’s 
finances in order to win another majority govern¬ 
ment. "We're going to see serious cuts (to servic¬ 
es) across the Itoard Itecause the government will 
not address the question of revenues.” said 
Mason. 

Uberal leader Dr. Raj Shemtan says the gov¬ 
ernment has failed to "identify government waste 
and redeploy wasted management or misman¬ 
age dollars to the front lines." 

For its part, the government, and Finance 
Minister Doug Homer in particular, say lower 
than projected resource revenues are to blame 
for tiny budget shortfalls the province may expe¬ 
rience in 2013. 

“I'm really concerned about the short term mid 
tlie medium term,” said Homer. "If we can solve 
the market access piece, the long-term outlook 
for Alberta is still very robust." 

As 2013 gets underway, the Tories find them¬ 
selves in very serious labour disputes with both 
Alberta doctors and Allierta teachers. Whether 
they can get out of those stalemates without cre¬ 
ating even more fiscal uncertainty for the 
province remains anyone’s guess. 

With Tory MLAs' 2012 election promise to keep 
the books balanced now apparently heading for 
the trash heap, Alliertans may lie in for some very 
unpleasant surprises in 2013. And when Premier 
Rod ford promises, as she recently did. no new 
taxes mid continued good service over the next 
12 months, what value, if miy, should residents 
put on those assurances'’

New Canada-China trade deal is bad for Canada

l>eccnilN»r is always a hectic 
month 'Flu* last thing on our minds 
should In* a trad* agreement with 
China. 

I nforum.iirlv lh«» Canada Chum 
Investment Promotion and 
Proiertion A*i (HPPA), signed by the 
prime minister and ('Inna’s pn*sident 
Iasi September in Vladivostok. 
Russia, should concern all of us 
because it tradt** away our laws and 
rights. 

Among other things, HPPA opens 
the door for China to play a leading 
role in Canada's petroleum sector 
with little in return for Canadians. 
The deadline for ratification is Dec. 
31,2012. Ciiven Stephen llar|N‘r'H pen- 
chant for s ec re cy and aversion to 
democratic process, this date is sun* 
ly not random. He must hope we’ll Ik* 
distrailed enough snogging under 
the mistletiM* that he can quietly slip 
in this lYojan horse that will allow a 
foreign power unpn*ce<lented influ- 
ence over Canadian sovereignty 

Then*'s much wrong with HPPA, 
hut I will focus on thn*e areas that 
an* compromised: 

i) provincial rights. 

ii) legal rights of Canadian husi 
nesses and investors, and 

Ui) cm mum»ctHal protection laws 

Firstly, Part B, Article 2. Section 3 
of HPPA is urguahly unconstitutional 
from a provincial nghts perspective. 
The offensive prov ision n*ads: "Each 
Contracting Parly shall lake all nec- 
cssary measures (emphasis addisl) in 
order to ensure observance of the 
provisions of this Agreement by 
provincial governments." Tins sug¬ 
gests a federal government may U* 
|N*nnitted to gel around the other¬ 
wise relevant sections of our nation's 


constitution. 

All necessary measures leave much 
for the imagination From a practical 
IN'rsjNH’tive, it is far easier for ( hitui 
to impose any agreement on its 
provinces than for Canadas fislenil 
gov eminent to do the same hen* Tills 
ls*gs a critical question Is u morally 
right and |N»litically wise for the fed¬ 
eral government to im|Hise an agree¬ 
ment on the provinces that affects 
their rights without consulting them'.’ 
Tilts provision could In* umonstilu 
tional lN*causc. according to seclion 
1*2(6) of the Constitution Aci 18(i7, 
provinces have exclusive jurisdiction 
over management and sale of public 
land within lheir borders. This means 
the pn >vmces have exclusive nght io 
sell and set the conditions for sule of 
Crown land within their jurisdictions 
and to approve or n*jeet the granting 
of leases on or under provincial 
Crown land The provinces also have 
the right to conduct environmental 
assessments of promised projects on 
or under provincial land 

What would the federal govern¬ 
ment do if the China National 
Offshore Oil Corporation (CNOOC) 
wen* to In* (he lead partner and/or the 
main investor in a futun* pi|N*linc 
project and the «omp;uiy insist is! the 
pi|N*lim* go west in spite of opposi¬ 
tion from the British Columbia gov 
eminent, our Hrst Nations peoples, 
and any other B.C. n*sidents or other 
Canadians concerned about threats 
to (he cnviromiM'iit from oil spills in 
an area with humhvds of islands and. 
in places, treacherous straits? 

Secondly. I want to stms in the 
gravest of ways how dangerous 
Article 10 (expropriations) and 
Article 1.6 (disputes between Canada 
and China) an* for Canadian bust 
nesses and investors. Canadian 
mvt*stmenls ami husiiN*ss4*s in Chinn 


will In* at the mercy of a Chinese legal 
system if and w hen their businesses 
an* expropriated Of even greater 
seriousness is Article 16. which 
removes access to tin* courts to settle 
disputes. Tliis is an affront to 
Canadian sovereignty. It also 
deprives Canadian business*** and 
investors from access to one of the 
most respected ami transparent legsl 
systems in the world. 

Finally. HPPA undermines existing 
Canadian environmental protection 
laws ami hohl>k*s our sovereign nght 
to make such laws in the future. The 
problematic language is found in Part 
D, Article 33, Section 2: “Provided 
that such measur«*s an* not applu*d in 
an arbitrary or ui\justinablc manner, 
or do not constitute a disguised 
restriction on internal tonal trade or 
investment . The section then 
gcN*s on to say either party can main- 
nun existing measun*s or adopt new 
measun*s. including environmental 
measure*. (“Measure" is defimsl in 
HPPA’s Definition Section to incluik* 
laws and regulations ) 

I can Just imagine Canaduui A list 
corporate lawyers retained by 
CNOOC at $600 lo $1,000 per hour 
making lot* of hay arguing how dial 
provision should In* interpreted You 
can bet your paycheque it w on’t In* in 
favour of strong regulations to pro- 
tect the environment. 

So, not only could extant laws fact* 
reinterpretation to suit the wishes of 
th<* Chinese, but writers of future 
environmental laws could 0ml them 
selves mssliug to consult with the 
Chinese to ensure such laws an* 
uci'eptahlc lo them.
